Mr. Lloyd George said, he had 
been informed that some of the Rus- 
sian provinces had surplus grain, 
but the peasants would not release 
it except in exchange for goods 
which they required. He suggested 
that the Supreme Council consider 
at once whether steps could not be 
taken to obtain grain in this man- 
ner for the famine areas. The ques- 
tion was not a political, but a hu- 
maniarian one.

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH | 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — 
The American Relief Commis- 
sion for Russia desires that 
no organization be allowed to 
collect any money for any pur- 
pose for Russia. The Com- 
mission, of which Herbert 
Hoover is head, will distribute 
food and other relief to Rus- 
sian children and destitute per- 
sons but no other body will 
be permitted to operate, there 
being good reason to believe 
that funds so collected may 
be diverted to the use of 
Trotzky and Lenin and to 
maintain the Bolshevik army. 


The information in the dis- 
patch printed above comes in 
response to local inquiries re- 
garding the activities of cer- 
tain perons who are collecting 
funds in Los Angeles for the 
relief of Russia. While these 
activities are doubtless con- 
ducted in good faith the de- 
sires of the United States gov- 
ernment in the premises are 
plain. 


CALIFORNIA 
IN SERVICE. 


Giant Vessel Manned by 
Crew of Native Sons is Made 
Part of Navy by Ceremony.

VALLEJO, Aug. 10.—The battle- 
ship California was placed in com- 
mission at the Mare Island navy 
yard at 12:45 p.m. today in the 
presence of a large crowd of naval 
officials and lay visitors. The keel 
of the ship was laid Oct. 25, 1916. 
She was launched Nov. 20, 1919. 

Tho California carries a comple- 
ment of 1400 enlisted men, all Call- 
fornians. The officers will number 
about 150. She is commanded by 
Capt. H. J. Ziegemeier. 

The actual commissioning cere- 
monies consisted in the reading of 
orders by Capt. E. L. Beach, com- 
mandant of the navy yard, placing 
the vessel in service, the hoisting of 
the national ensign and the commis- 


sion pennant, and the reading of 
his orders by the captain.

REVAL, Aug. 10.—The six Ameri- 
cans reicased from Moscow prisons 
who arrived here passed a happy 
day shopping and outfitting them- 
selves after shedding their prison 
clothes and undergoing the cleans- 
ing necessary to comply with the 
health regulations. 

The men given their freedom are 
Capt. Emmett Kilpatrick of Union- 
town, Ala, William Flick, H. J. 
Maro, and Dr. W. B. Estes of New 
York: X. B. Kalmatiano of, Racine, 
Wis., and Russell Pattinger of San 
Francisco. All decided to remain in 
Reval for several days before going 
to Riga and sent cablegrams to 
relatives in the United States ask- 
ing for replies in care of the Red 
cross at Reval. 

RAVENOUSLY HUNGRY. 

Relieved of their shaggy beards, | 
fur caps and bedraggled Russian 
uniforms, the Americans assumed a 
different appearance. They were 
all greatly reduced in flesh and 
ravenously hungry and were unable 
to pass a food shop without stop- 
ping in apparent amazement. . 

The Russian Bolsheviki sent the 
Americans by special car from Mos- 
cow to Narva, where the barbed 
wire gates dividing the soviet re- 
public from Esthonia swung open 
and permitted the car to be trans- 
ferred to Esthonian territory. When 
the ragged Americans looked from 
the car windows and saw the half- 
starved Bolsheviki guarding the east 
side of the line, while well-fed and 


well-untformed Esthonians con- 
trolled the west side. chaffed 
the Bolsheviki, telling them that 


that is what Communism does for 
people. ; 
CARED FOR BY RED CROSS. 


By courtesy of the Esthonian gov- 
ernment, the Americans were not 
stopped at the border, but were 
brought to Reval for cleansing by 
the American Red Cross, which will 
care for them until they are rested 
and ready to travel home. 

The Americans are unanimous in 
their belief that no group is de- 
veloping strength likely to upset the 
Bolshevik government but that 
famine may achieve its overthrow 
because the masses belittle the gov- 
ernment because it has abandoned 
the first principles of Communism 
and failed to execute its decrees. 

In the opinion of the former pris- 
oners famine conditions are exag- 
gerated; they say it is impossible to 
differentiate between famine and the 
misery which is rampant through- 
out the whole of Russia. They 
were enthusiastic over American re- 
lief and advocate the sending of all 
foreigners possible into Russia so as

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—The tide of, 
business has turned at last. but 
“nevertheless It is advisable to keep 
all hands at the oars.” This was 
the conclusion advanced today by J. 
Ogden Armour when he addressed 
the convention of the Institute of 
American Meat Packers as chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

Mr. Armour considers packing- 
house wages entirely too high, does 
not like to pay 7 and 8 per cent for 
bank loans when he formerly paid 
5. and considers that it is time for 
the meat industry to do some care- 
ful figuring which, he said, has been 
a novelty heretofore. 

“It is the belief of the institute 
finance committee that conservatism 
and caution must be the watch- 
words during the coming year.” said 
Mr. Armour. “The fact that periodi- 
cal balances are again appearing in 
black ink ought not to be taken to 
mean that the red ink, which has 
had constant use for two years past, 
can now be thrown away. Just as 
the packing industry was the first 
to suffer from postwar readjust- 
ment, so it is to be hoped that it will 
lead the procession out of the 
mountains of adversity into the val-

Tax Unchanged. 


Committee Agrees to Increase 
Allowance for Dependents 
to 3400. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Pro- 
pon le to increase tax exemptions ap- 
plying to individual incomes met de- 
feat today in the House Ways and 
Means Committee, with the excep- 
tion that the allowance each de- 
pendent was increased from $200 to 
$400. 


The suggestion was advanced that 
the present exemption of $1000 for 
single persons and $2000 for heads 
of families be increased to $1500 and 
$2500 respectively. 

FAVORED BY FORDNEY. 

Chairman Fordney and other mem- 


bers of the committee favored this | 


action, but later it was decided not 
to increase the exemption applying 
to single persons, but the p osal to 
increase it for heads of famllies was 
regarded favorably. A suggestion 
was made that the increased exemp- 
tion be limited only to incomes of 
lees than $5000. Finally, however, 
the committee voted against any 
change except in the exemption for 
dependents. 

An increase in for 
both single persons and eads of 
families would have meant a loss in 
revenue of between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000. In connection with this 
discussion the advisability of de- 
creasing the 4 per cent normal tax 
to 3 per cent was brought up, but 
speedily voted down. 

TRANSPORTATION TAX. 

The committee made a number of 
important changes in the program 
as agreed upon at last night's con- 
ference between President Harding, 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
and Republican House leaders. 
Among them were the complete re- 
peal of freight, passenger and Pull- 

transportation taxes, instead of 
cutting them in half. and an increase 
in the flat corporation income tax 
from 12% per cent. the figure pro- 
posed last night, to 15 per cent. The 
tax on express will remain. 

The result of today’s changes was 
to make a further net decrease of 
$60,000.000 in anticipated revenues. 
As the bill now stands the yield will 
be $555.000,000 less than the amount 
which the present law is estimated 
ts yield in the fiscal year 1922. The 
bill as it stood last night represented 
a cut of $495,000,000. The yield 
from internal taxes now will be

Almond and Walnut Men Go 


Before Senators. 
Higher Tariffs on Products 
Are Wanted. 
Conditions of Competition 
Made Plain. 


< {EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — In 
thirty minutes Manager Tucker of 
the Almond Growers’ Association of 
California made his plea to the 
Senate Finance Committe in execu- 
tive session to grant an increase in 


the proposed duty on this unique 
product of California. By facts and 
figures he showed the committee that 
5 cents on unshelled almonds ane 
16 cents on shelled nuts was the 
minimum duty under which the Cal- 
ifornia men could continue in busi- 
ness and operate on the American 
scale of living and wages with sani- 
tary precautions, as against the 
Pauper labor and uncleanliness of 
foreign competing nuts of this 


ety. 

Naturally no indication of the ef- 
fect on the committee can be se- 
cured, but the presentation of the 
facts was as complete as could be 
desired and the case of the almond 
growers is now on the knees of the 
tariff gods. 

WILL RETURN HOME. 

Manager Tucker will clear up some 
loose ends tomorrow and return im- 
mediately to California. Following 
the presentation of the almond grow- 
ers’ need for additional duties, C. 
Thorpe presented the case for the 
walnut growers, who desire the duty 
on their product raised to 4 cents 
on unshelled, from the proposed rate 
of 2%, and on shelled from 7% 
cents to 12 cents. Mr. Thorpe had 
about the same time as Mr. Tucker 
and made the most of the opportun- 
ity to apprise the Senate committee 
of some of the difficulties of competi- 
tion with the cheap labor of the 
Orient and the poorly graded and 
unclean nuts from China and parts 
of Europe. 

TELLS INDUSTRY NEEDS.

Prominent sheep men from Phoe- 
nix declared that it is not unlikely 
that the wool growers will be com- 
pelled to create an exchange here 
in order to avail themselves of the 
financial advantage of shipping 
their wool to the Atlantic sea- 
board in boats sailing from Los 
Angeles Harbor. 

With wool selling at extremely 
low prices, Arizona ranchers say 
that it costs them half what the 
wool brings to pay the carrier. They 


the rate of $1.66 per 100 pounds 
from this city to Boston as com- 
pared with $3.33 1-3 from Phoenix 
to Boston shows discrimination 
against them. The railroads have 
proposed a new rate of $1.35 form 
Los Angeles and $2.90 from Phoenix. 
lroad rate experts testified yes- 
terday to the effect that the wool 
rate from Los Angeles to Boston is 
cheaper than the Phoenix rate, be- 
cause in this city the carriers are 
compelied to compete with ocean 
transportation, while at Phoenix 
there is practically no competition.

Last night, at the Kinema, a hun- 
dred motion-picture stars became 
enthusiastic fight fans. So did the 
half-dozen unstarred drama review- 
ers of the newspapers—and so, for 
that matter, did every man, woman 
and child in the two capacity audi- 
ences. 


It was the occasion of the beau- 
tified and rejuvenated Kinema's gala 
reopening. Likewise, it was the first 
Los Angeles showing of Charles 
Ray's first personally-directed pic- 
ture, “Scrap Iron.” The two oc- 
casions, each big in itself, merged 
into something colossal, a sort of 
carnival of color and joyousness. 

You may or may not know the 
story of “Scrap Iron,“ one of 
Charles E. Van Loan's best, pub- 
lished a year or two ago. If you 
don’t know it, all the ififormation 
you need is that a magnificent ama- 
teur boxing match is staged in it, 
and for the nonce Charles Ray, as 
John Steel, becomes the hero of the 
ring. He also becomes the hero of 
his breathless spectators in a more 
thrilling way than ever before in 
his bright career. For how we 
all love a fight! 

Charles Ray has never had a bet- 
ter role than that of John Steel, a 
worker in an iron foundry. John 
has all the fine simplicity and 
honesty of Ray's immortal rubes, 
with an urban touch all his own. 
He's the sophisticated city boy, in 
spite of his simplicity. In this 
character Ray displays his versatil- 
ity and subtidty as an actor as nev- 


er ore. 

Can you imagine him with a 
“fighting face“? Yet that is what 
he shows us with startling distinct- 
ness when he pulls on his old dis- 
carded boxing gloves, feeling 
terly that he will never make u 
of thém again, use his mithe:

He chose his actors with keen 
judgment\—Lydia Knott as the moth- 
er, Tom O’Brien as Battling Burke, 
Vera Steadman as Midge Fiannigan, 
Johnny’s “girl,” Stanton Heck as 
Big Tim Riley, Tom Wilson as Bin 
Dugan, Wheelock as Matt

And the Kinema may well approve 
itself on the artistic effectiveness of 
its ten busy days at dolling up.” Al-

THE CONQUERING POWER 


REX INGRAM’S PICTURE AN 
APEX OF ARTISTRY. 


If true art be determined by its 
symbols of beauty, ite rhythm, its 
formal perfection and its reality, 
then “The Conquering Power,” 
which came to the screen last night 
at the Mission Theater,*is the great 
artistic picture of the year. I might 
even go further than this and say 
that because of its failure at any 
point to offend the esthetic sense 
pictorially speaking—it is the one 
really artistic picture. U represents 
photography, and with it the art 
of photographic composition, as 
adapted to the screen, in its highest 
form to date. 

With the screening of this pic- 
ture, Rex Ingram, the director be- 
comes a master of the beautiful in 
visual expression. Not a harsh line 
that might mar the charm of his 
presentation but has been softened 
and subdued. Not a rough edge of 
gesture of acting has been allowed 
to remain wncovered. Yes—perhaps 
one or two, but that is where the 
interpreter’s personal equation 
creeps in. Every setting and scene, 
every character and movement, is 
blended into n smooth, finely 
wrought, exquisitel ylighted impres- 
sionistic canvas, 
“The Conquering Power” reaches 
the apex of the original story in its 
fine reflection of the artistic spirit. 
Of course, this does not mean that 
we have a true picturing of Balzac. 
The distinction is one that must be 
finely drawn, because of the liberties 
that have been taken with the 
original, both in scheme and pat- 
te 


rn. 
“The Conquering Power“ is not 
Balzac. It is Rex Ingram. As 
such it can never be the fine bronze 
of the original. You will never dee 


in it the picture of the man that 


Rodin chiseled with his cloak 
of worldly deeds about m. That 
is the réal Balzac, and as near to 
his genius as The. Conquering 
Power“ is far away from “Eugenie. 
Grandet.” 

But what has been done to the 
story—chiefly giving it a sentimental- 
ly alluring, though trite and un- 
convincing ending—will never take 
away from the picture's appeal to 
the popular fancy. The changes have 
been made as skillfully as possible 
to avoid even the ruder criticisms 
of those who will make compari- 


ns. 
There still remain the hate, the 
bitterness, the brutality of the mis- 
er—the compelling orce of his 
personality as the embodiment of 
greed. There is also the fragile at- 
traction of Eugenie sentimentalized, 
of course, but still fine. And above 
all there are the finely etched por- 
traits of people, and the finely col- 
ored landscapes of provincial Gal- 
lic life. '

Is “JAG” A SYNONYM FOR 
“INTOXICATION”?

Since the adoption of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment, the use of the 
slang word jag as a synonym for 
a state of intoxication belongs prop- 
erly to the dead lagguage—at least 
n theory—but its demise was 80 
recent as to make its derivation ot 
interest if only as a study in the 
growth of large. Cassell s En- 
cyclopedia admits that the etymology 
of the word is doubtful, but de- 
fines it as a “small! load, as of hay, 
grain or atraw,” while Stormonth 
throws additional light upon the 
subject by declaring that “‘Jag’ in 
Gaelic means a nodding of the head 
or the sort of figures traced out by 
the tremulous irregular movement 
of bodies,” adding that “jaggery” 
was the Indian name for a kind of 
coarse sugar obtained from the juice 
of palms of sugar-cane. 
Remembering that lad“ is a 
common and even older synonym for 
a state of intoxication and adding 
the Gaelic and Indian definitions, it 
is not hard to see how the term be- 
came lodged in slang phraseology— 
though it must be admitted that col- 
loquisms do not usually have an 
ancestral tree as sturdy as this one.
